this article I shall attempt to show how events recorded in the first 
four books or Gospels of the New Testament can be verified 
although you and 1 were not present there

supernatural theme or. shall we say. divine movement that can be 
detected in summarizing. It i* jus* that the Creator could cer- 
tainly have had angels write the Holy Scripture land for that 
matter He could have had them preach alsoi But for some 
reason He preferred to allow human bongs to experience the 
events, and either they or their contemporaries, historians, were 
allowed to write down many many things for later study. And 
those recordings were jotted down in a very human way just as 
other events would have been "put down " during that age ' 

Vow Matthew and Mark and Luke and John were human 
beings who wrote down those events as honestly as possible The 
Lord in his wisdom, allowed them to be natural as to their indi 
vidua 1 educat on intercuts etc. They expressed the ideas and 
descriptions as best they could according to the age they wrote 
in and the people the writings were most directly addressed to 
I have stated that they were Honest A deep study of what 
they wrote ind. cates this Nt>t the lea ‘V indicative of their hon 
esty is that regardless of the fact that some of the episodes and 
conversations seemed 'at least on the surfac»v to contradict the 
idea that they were trying to convey, they reported them anyhow 
They honestly recorded to the beat of their ability the sayings ot 
Jesus that they remembered even when they themselves could 
not understand them The events that Matthew Mprk Luke and 
John tell of happened about two thousand years ago and naturally

their great story as they had iieen commanded directly or indirect 
ly They had been so impressed that their lives had i*eon changed 
and they had dared ridicule, impnsnment even torture to "re 
play" those historical happenings to people who had never heard 
of the events They told the story to those who scoffed to con- 
vince them of the truth, and they told it to some who had heard 
it before and believed but who needed fellowship and strenglh- 
’ flung 

Eventually the writing began. Two of these writers of the 
first four Gospels were eye witnesses The other two had as-oci- 
ated so much with eye witnesses and had heard the events d s- 
cussed so earnestly and so often that their testimony is obviously.

One of these four writers 'Matthewi had been a tax collector 
before becoming a rrus.vionary He had a tendency to write much 
in monetary terms Being a Jew. his writings are slanted to -«me 
extent toward Jewish custom and thought Another writer iMarkl, 
who wasn't so well educated as one of them in particular, had 
been asked by the Christians m the city of Rome to write because 
he had many of the facts about t w e HO of Christ at his disposal. 
This writer may or may not have ever actually seen Jesus, but he 
had been converted under the witnessing of Peter an eye witness 
and Apostle He had accompanied Peter a* a fellow missionary 
on early tours and no doubt had heard Peter an ex fisherman 
preach hundreds of sermons about Christ, no doubt reflecting in 
many sermons, a fisherman's viewpoint So, his reporting con- 
veyed a degree of the fisherman's angle too and he wrote in a 
poor style of Greek 

Another one of the four tLukei was a dose friend of eye- 
witnesses and also came into conuui with many letters to the 
early churches written concerning Christ events, and details. 
This man was a cultured Greek jrtiysaian. and he wrote hi excel- 
lent Greek and from a medical man s view 

One of these (iospels was written in simple, everyday Greek 
by an eye witness iJohtU a Jew and a fisherman. Each tells the 
saint story but each tells it in a varied way. 

Some episodes arc recorded in one tiospcl some in another 
Some are recorded in all the GoepcLs, or two of them or three of 
them All the witnesses did not see ail of the events, and they 
vary somewhat in the way they express the things that they dd 
see jus* as the observers of the basketball game varied in their 
reporting People do nut hooeMtly sec everything or interpret 
everything alike 

The Gospels were originally written in very, very plain lang- 
uage that •called a spade a spade '" But the character and sum 
Bilal of thee*- writings became so obviously Heaven sent to stu- 
dent* down through the years <Wve great depths of meaning have 
never been exhaustedi that whatever translation any group in any 
age had grown accustomed to. that translation in tini« became so 



reverenced so aacrcd lhal the majority of readers always resist- 
ed any change in its presentation For example, the New Testa- 
ment, having been written originally in Aramie. Greek etc was 
om-o officially translated into English as English was used in the 
early seventeenth century And though it was not a perfect 
translation, it was in very readable, understandable English of 
that time Tits translation together with the Old Testament, 
was known officially in England as the King James Version of 
1811 iThcrc had been previous translations and even other 
English translations 1 By the time the twentieth century had 
rolled around, many, many words of English had come to mean 
something other than what they meant in 1811 Customs had 
changed, later ardhaelogical discoveries had thrown new light 
on meanings in ancient manuscripts So, it became necessary 
to revise or translate the wonderful hook into modern English 
again But people who had studied that old version for years 
felt that it was almost sacrilegious to alter anything about its 
structure. Vet. he Book desperately needed to he made dear 
again Millions had grown to doubt it because jt was no longer 
easy and clear to read To those who could read but with scant 
education and no instruction concerning the Bible it had either 
become very difficult to fathom or it had become old fogey, hob 
gobble, etc . to those who wanted to scoff 

Ix't me repeat that these reportings in Ihc New Testament 
were or.ginally recorded as clear and definite as those eye wit- 
nesses and contemporaries of that age could write and convey 
their impressions of what was seen and manifested Obviously, 
though these reporters saw and heard and made their reports 
on the things that impressed them the strongest under the leader- 
ship of inspiration. 

Get a New Testament that is translated into modern English 
You have a great adventure in store for yourself if you have never 
read a g-od modem translation. As you begin with Matthew. Mark 
Luke, and John you will notice some degree of difference as to 
the way each writer tells about the life of Jesus and the Good 
News N ou may be a little confused as to minor details and the 
exact order of sequence of certain episodes but certain great 
truths will gradually become increasingly clear

The Old Testament abounds w.th prophecies which give 
details of birth life, and ministry of Christ.

His betrayal 
for thirty piece* (4 silver in Zechariah 11:12, the use of the 
betrayal money for a potter's field in Zechariah 1113. and the 
na.ling ol His hands in Zechariah 13:8 and Psalm 22:16 The fact 
t hat not a bone in llis body was to be broken is indicated in I’salin 
34 2d His death in the presence of criminals in Isaiah 53:8-9. the 
atonement which He wrought in Isaiah 53 4-5 and the fact of His 
resurrection in Psalm 16: 10 (Thou will not suffer thine Holy One 
to see corruption"). The rejection of Christ which He suffered 
from His own is indicated in Micah s statement that "They shall 
snute the judge of Israel wilh a rod upon the cheek" (3:1). 

Many other prophecies, in addition to those g:vcn above, are 
found in the pages of the Old Testament The great significance 
111 regard to the number ot these prophecies was pointed out by 
Canon Liddon of England. 

Canon Liddon is the authority for the statement that there arc 
three hundred and thirty-two distinct prophecies in the Old Testa 
ment which have been literally fulfilled in Christ iHBCF, 158). 
Someone with a flair for mathematics has iigured out that the 
mathematical probability of all of these three hundred and thirty- 
two prophecies being fulfilled in one man Is represented by an 
amazing fraction, the numeralor of which would be one and the 
d< nominator represented by a figure written with Ihe number 
eighty-four followed by ninety seven zeros iHBCF 157). The 
chances of all of those prophecies being fultilled ,n one man are 
so overwhelmingly remote that it is strikingly demonstrated that 
they could in no wise be the shrewd guesses of mere men. but 
were given by God to holy men who "spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Spirit" (11 Pet 1:21). 

Some seven hundred years before the birth of Chris* the 
prophet Micah prophesied that He would be horn in Bethlehem 
Kphralah.

Reporter Kyle Vance, writing in last Sun- 
day x Passing Show, told again the depressing 
story of Kentucky's coal counties, with their 
rich coal seams and poor people. But Mr Vance 
■tut more than the usual job of showing how 
these vast mineral riches produce wealth for 
a lew and poverty for many; he showed why. 
and the reason is quite simple The men and 
companies that own the cral land, that sell or 
lease it, that produce the coal from it and get 
rich from it. pay little or no taxes on it. 

If coal lands could be assessed at the actual 
value of the coal beneath the surface, the coal 
counties would he among the richest in the 
state Rut assessment of coal lands has always 
iieeu a grim joke. The coal firms and holding 
companies imany of which hold rizhts to the 
ki.i1 through the infamous broad-form deeds 
that permit them to tear up the surface-owner’s 
land without his permission or reimbursement) 
list the land at a fraction of its true value 

J l’.iit the tax assessor of the average small, 
poor county, has no wav to disprove their fi- 
gures He doesn't have enough staff to make 
core drillings to prove the amount of coal un- 
derlying the assessed property, nr surveyors to 
show accurate average If it gets to the courts, 
the big compamse have the manpower and the 
le .il skill to beat him To save trouble, they 
irequently contribute materially to his election 
The recent Court of Appeals ruling that 
1 all property must he assessed for taxes at its 
true sale value seemed for a while to offer the 
state and the coal counties a golden opportunity 
to get coal-land assessments up to a reasonable 
level But then the court came up with a rul- 
ing which, if applied to all property, would 
I bankrupt the state and its schools 

It ruled that while other property must 
i he taxed at the price it would bring on the 



open market, coal land must he taxed on the 
price it sold for the last time It was sold This 
means that if a piece of coal land sold for 
$10,000 fifty years ago and has not changed 
hands since, it must be assessed as being 
worth *10.000. though it may have a provable 
seam of coal under it worth a million dollar*. 

It also means that a holding company canflhsi 
a thousand acres of coal land to a subsirtTary 
operating company for $100 an aero and pay 
taxes only on that amount, though the coal 
under each acre may he worth $'10,000. 

The answer .sn't easy to find A produe 
lion, or severance, tax on coal when it is mined 
would put the Kentuckv oneratnr at a disad 
vantage in competing against those from states 
without the tax Holding firms say they would 
he forced to give up their holdings if taxes 
were raised, thus leaving some coal counties 
without even this dribble of revenue. 

Vet n start toward improvement must he 
made, and the most obvious starting point is 
the firms that make millions from royalties on 
coal leases This means that the legislature will 
have to sten in and force a broad survey and 
reappraisal of coal lands, and a vastly upgrj^e 
assessment level based on the actual value of 
the coal 

The court ruling, of course, could remain 
a stumbling block. Rut it is unlikely that the 
court would have made its ruling in the jto 
of a state law requiring an assessment bT-od 
on mineral and surface value rather than the 
last sales price Neither does it seem likely that 
the Supreme f’oiirt would uphold the court 
should it stick to its recent ruling in the fact 
of a state law For il plainly does not make 
sense to tax the house and lot and car of the 
average wage-earner at its actual value while 
taxing coal land at its 1910 sales price.

Frankfort— This week could well set a t 
head-on clash between the forces of Gov. Ed- 
ward I Breathitt and Lt Gov. Harry Lee Wat- 
erfield who have been conducting a political 
vendetta for some months. 

The amount of friction and sparks devel- 
oped can well-depend upon the strategy Mater- 
held and his leaders in the Senate adopt toward 
Breathitt's rollback tax bill. 

Here's the situation. M'aterfield introduced 
his tax program in the Senate last week in 
two bills — one dealing with school taxes and 
the other dealing with counties, cities and other 
brunt h-s of government 

The big question this week is will Water- 
field openly fight Breathitt's bill in the Senate 
and try to pass his. or will he pass Breathitt's 
and put all the responsibility on the governor 
for the measure and its future consequences' 
There are a lot of ramifications and avenues 
of political strategy developed to date and oth- 
ers that can be explored in the coming days 
of this extraordinary session 

Questions yet to be answered are: 

Did M'aterfield introduce his bills just to 
show that he also has a plan to deal with the 
100 per cent assessment ruling of the Court 
of Appeals when it becomes effective for the 
19R6 tax year? 

He said in the last regular session that he 
would pass the governor's program and let the 
governor he responsible to the [»eople. Water- 
field did that 

Does M'aterfield have the strength in the 
Senate to pass his bill? He won a test of 
stregnth on an adjournment resolution last 
week However, Breathitt indicated in a press 
conference last week that he has sufficient 
strength in the Senate to pass his bill. Gover- 
nors have been known in the past to be able 
to switch rebellious men to his side. 

Will M’aterfield try to substitute his bill 
for the governor's when the House sends it to 
the Senate'' This practice is not unknown in 
legislative strategy,. 

The Senate could then pass the amended 
bill and send it back to the House for concur- 
rence in the amendment. 

Rut this, it is apparent, would not be satis- 
lactory to the governor and the House where 
Breathitt has control Thus, a stalemate would 
presumably develop. 

A minimum of three legislative days are 
required to pass a hill through either branch 
If Breathitt's bill gets to the Senate Wednes- 
day. it could conceivably pass Friday and the 
special session could adjourn Hut, if Water- 
field forces were inclined to stall, and have 
the power, they could stretch the session into 
another week or maybe more, 
t It just depends, it seems, upon whether 
e Waterfield wants to make a test of strength 
r. It seems certain he would make no effort to 
t pass his measure if a check shows he doesn't 
have enough legislators in the Senate to give 
his cause a majority Breathitt indicated last 
g week he had won enough over to his side ill 
f the Senate to have a clear majority 
s Breathitt is attaching the Jefferson coun- 

« tv permissive occupation tax measure to his 
bill as an amendment This is a clear indica- 
tion that he haa won that delegation over to 
hi* aide, and ha satisfied Senator J. D fJIggs) 
Buckman of ButUtt County and others adjacent 
i to Jefferaon by excluding their realdent* who 



work in Jefferson County from the occupation 
tax.
